On  Grants 

The  American  Catholic's  con- 
tribution to  the  advancement  of 
education  and  culture  might  well 
give  cause  to  those  who  think  that 
public  education  alone  is  the 
American  way  of  life.  As  proof 
of  this  statement  we  cite  the  ex- 
ample of  five  Catholic  laymen  of 
Baltimore,  who  in  the  past  few 
months  have  contributed  a total 
of  $10,000.  for  new  scholarships 
at  I.oyola  for  the  next  four  years. 
The  first  to  benefit  from  this  fund 
will  be  students  now  in  their  sen- 
ior year  at  Calvert  Hall,  Mount 
St.  Joseph's,  and  Towson  Catho- 
lic. 

81  Students  on  Scholarships 
At  Loyola  College,  private 
.school  education  is  by  na  means 
limited  to  only  those  who  can  pay 
tuition.  This  year,  for  instance, 
there  are  eighty-one  students  on 
scholarship  grants,  representing  a 
total  value  of  $25,775.  Since  no 
college  can  bo  maintained  through 
tuition  alone,  you  may  wonder  how 
scholarship  funds  are  provided. 
The  sources  are  donations  of  past 
years,  similar  to  the  recent  years, 
some  made  by  individuals,  others 
by  groups  such  as  the  Hibernian 
Society,  $2200.,  the  Advertising 
Club  of  Baltimore,  $400,,  the  Ital- 
ian-Americnn  Club,  $400.,  the 
Alumni  Association,  $800.,  and 
pari.shes,  such  os  St.  Ignatius' 
Church,  which  for  ’64-’58  has 
given  $2000.

In  the  back  of  the  Library,  there 
have  been  five  new  stack.s  added 
which  will  make  -1,000  new  period- 
icals available  for  class  work  in 
philosophy,  political  science,  his- 
tory, etc.  All  the  periodicals  will 
bo  bound  and  the  missing  numbers 
will  bo  filled  in.  All  the  periodicals 
have  been  included  which  the 
teachers  have  thought  would  be 
most  useful. 

The  magazine  racks  are  now  in 
the  center  of  the  Library  room 
with  8-5  selected  periodicals  in 
different  fields  except  special 
sciences.  Current  issues  will  be- 
found  on  the  sloping  shelves,  with 
recent  back  issues  directly  below 
on  the  flat  shelves. 

The  double  doors  In  the  middle 
of  the  building  will  bo  open  regu- 
larly so  that  the  center  stairs 
may  be  used.  A new  60  drawer 
catalogue  case  has  been  placed 
in  front  of  these  doors  so  that  it 
will  be  closer  to  all  users  of  the 
Library.

The  reference  section  is  now 
located  at  the  front  of  the  Library, 
near  the  smaller  entrance  doors.

In  11)38,  Father  Koehler  began 
his  preliminary  studies  at  the 
Jesuit  Novitiate,  Wernersville,  Ta. 
Following  this  four-year  novitiate 
course.  Father  studied  philosophy 
and  mathematics  from  1942-45  at 
Weston  College,  Weston,  Muss. 
Thereafter.  Father  was  trans- 
ferred to  Fordhum  University 
and  subsequently  to  Georgetown 
University  where  he  studied  and 
taught  mathematics. 

Ordained  in  1951 

In  I94t;,  Father  continued  hi^ 
pursuits  of  math  at  Harvard,  and 
in  the  summer  of  ‘47,  he  instruc- 
ted the  students  of  Boston  College 
in  this  subject.  Tiuring  the  next 
school  year,  he  was  stationed  at 
St.  Joseph’s  College.  Philadelphia, 
Pa.  From  1948-51,  Father  studied 
theology  at  Woodstock  College, 
Wooilstock.  MU.  and  was  ordained 
to  the  priesthood  there  in  June  of 
'51. 

After  completing  his  period  of 
tertinnship  at  Auricsville,  N.  Y-, 
Father  Koehler  taught  mathema- 
tics for  two  months  here  at  l.oyola 
iluring  the  Spring  of  1953.  Last 
summer  he  conducted  a course  in 
philosophy  at  Scranton  Univer- 
sity. Scranton.  Pa- 

Chairman  of  Math  Dept. 

In  September,  1953.  Father  re- 
turned as  a member  of  the  Loyola 
faculty.  At  the  present  time,  he 
is  chairman  of  the  mathematics 
department  and  instructs  sopho- 
mores, juniors  and  seniors  in  vari- 
ous courses  of  advanced  math. 
Futlier  has  also  assumed  added  e.x- 
tra-curricular  responsibilities  as 
moderator  of  the  campus  Glee 
Club  and  the  Saccheri  Mathema- 
tics Club.
